•would bo hers if she only would leave 
the old home in Austria nnd come to 
his now land. To the woman's daughter, 
aped 20, also bearing the namo Ottilie, 
Eberhard 
promised marriage, if 
they 


•would but come to America. Finally 
yielding to his importunities, Mrs. Eber- 
hard and her daughter set sail for this 
country: 


Changed Into American Coin. 


They arrived in New York last Thurs- 


day on the steamer Deutschland, tho 
mother carrying $2,600 in the bosom of 
her dress. Eberhard who had been em- 
ployed in a grocery store in St. Nicholas 
avenue, asked his employer for a vaca- 
tion on the day of tho women's arrival" 
iind met them at the pier. After set- 
tling them temporarily at a little hotel 
»t Tenth avenue 
and Twenty-third 


atroot, he took the older woman to a 
money changer, where her little store of 
wealth was quickly converted into Amer- 
ican notes. It was tho intense heat of 
Saturday afternoon, which furnished the 
pretext for the trip to the country, with 
its tragic ending, according to the story 
told by the daughter. Eberhard sug- 
gested a trolley ride in New Jersey. 


Woman Felled by Lightning? 


For years he was the most prominent

At 
this same instant Miss Eberhard says 
she saw a flash coming evidently from 
behind a car on a siding and then a sec- 
ond and a third. 'As lier mother fell to 
the tracks tho girl felt a bullet graze 
her neck, cutting a golden chain from 
which a locked was suspended. Sud- 
denly -Ebcrhard urged h«r to run and as 
a uooond bullet plowed into her shoulder, 
she started down tho tracks screaming. 
Ouco Uie turned back to see if her moth- 
er was following her, and again there 
•was a shot which passed above tho 
bridge of her nose, the blood from tho 
wouUd-haJf'blinding her. 


Body Found Mangled. 


Through the darkness and the storm, 


the -wounded girl kept up her flight until 
aho reached a cottage, where she was 
taken In and cnred for until Sunday, 
Vhen tho storm had passed. Then the 
Hackensack police were notified. In tho 
meantime- »n engineer on a passing milk 
train had seen the body of a woman on 
tho track, and whim he arrived in Jersey 
City, he telephoned to tho coroner of 
Hackensack..

who will probably conduct the funera 
services.

en hundred Polish speaking priests in 
tho United States that they will be at 
Holy Name Cathedral to witness tho 
consecration. 


In addition there will be a largo del- 


egation of Bohemian, Lithunian, French 
and Italian priests in addition to the 
English and German speaking clergy at 
the ceremonies. 
Four archbishops and 


twelve bishops who have many Polish 
speaking people in their dioceses have 
also promised to be present. 


Archbishop Quigley who took the first 


step among the archbishops of the Unit- 
ed States to give the Polish speaking 
Roman Catholics recognition in the Epis- 
copate of the church in this country and 
at whose petition Pope Pius X named 
the Rev. Paul Peter Rhode

On Sixth 
street she entered one place and read 
the riot act to several young men, who 
were smoking cigarettes.

•tobk to tell.them what dire results-there 
would be unless the habit was discon- 
tinued. 


Walking into a saloon she accosted 


the bartender and told him how sorry 
she was that she had discontinued tho 
smashing business. 
Raising her finger 


she said: "Young man, I may not no\v be 
nole to f»t you, but. mark my word, the 
devil will reach you in the long run." 


In another place she declared that her 


modesty was shocked, her sex disgraced, 
because she discovered two men and n. 
woman sitting at a table playing cards 
and drinking. 


At another place she advised a num- 


ber of men lined up at a bar to not 
drink the vile stuff. 
One of the men 


said: 'Let's have some more of the vile 
stuff," and Mrs. Nation turned and left 
the place. 


She visited half a dozen other saloons 


am. preached, but was very docile, not 
endeavoring to do any damage. 
On a 


street car she preached to half a hun- 
dred people and undertook to prove that 
men -who ate meat became vicious, the 
same as animals and she described how 
vicious a lion>became when he ate meat. 


Saturday evening she

audience

Saturday afternoon and those who ex- 
pected and paid for an exciting time un- 
doubtedly got their ynoney's worth. She 
assailed not only the liquor traffic and 
the parties in power in the various com- 
munities, paying special attention to 
the Republican party, but berated Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and applied exceedingly 
harsh terms to the executive. In addi- 
tion to that she proceeded to give her 
opinion of our mayor in much the same 
form of language. 


'When she was in the midst of her ad- 


dress on Roosevelt, she was greeted with 
hisses and shouts of "Hurrah for Roose- 
velt." Of course, the speaker had the 
floor, and while her answer did not con- 
vince anybody, she proceeded with her 
address and thereafter left the president 
alone.

ment at one of the large Milwaukee com- 
mercial houses and practically support 
herself. 


Mr. Smith made efforts to locate the 


rascal and solicited the aid of officers 
in various cities of the country, but he 
was slippery and managed to- elude ar- 


ist until last week.

If the jars are in per- 
fect condition when the fruit is poured 


and the jar kept in a cool,

place, there is no reason "why the fruit 
•will not keep 'for years, and if the air 
is entirely excluded from the fruit it 
will keep as well without sugar as with 
Jt. 
It is r.ot well to use jars unless 


you are sure thpy can be made airtight, 
for while sugar is the keeping power of 
preserves., we must 
rely 
on 
perfect 


eons for canned fruits and vegetables. 
If tho housewife will employ some idle 
hour in cleaning all tho tin cans and 
glass jars and have them all ready be- 
fore canning day, her mind will be 
greatly relieved at this time to know 
that she has only to fill the cans. The 
beet way to freshen old jars and make 
them as good as new is to put them in 
K largo dish pan or boiler, then shave in 
enough soap to make a pood suds and 
stir in a tablespoonful of borax, then 
place tho pan on the stove and let them 
boil for 
twenty 
minutes or 
longer, 


Take from the 
stove 
nnd 
rinse 
in 


«vorm water in which a little borax is 
dissolved and there will not be tho 
least odor about them as the borax 
purifies and cleans perfectly. 
Fill the 


groove around tho top of tin cans with 
sealing wax and set aside to cool. Have

firmly and press the wax around the 
gioovo with the fingers and fill again. 
If the work is carefully done the can

New York's Lesson. 


"They arc learning in the West the 


lesson which- we in the Eaut learned 
too late. 
They have seen how New 


York was forced to pay $1,000,000 an 
acre for a playground because the need 
for playgrounds was not appreciated un- 


association with his neighbors. The 


playground gives tho child a taste 'of 
this experience. In group games and in 
his play with his fellows, he develops 
the habit of fair play, cooperation, team

"Long live Italy'!

testants!" Giuseppe Alia, the murderer 
o* Father Leo Htiinrichs, was carried to 
the death trap, nnd exactly at S:30 o'- 
clock last night paid the extreme penalty 
of his crimo. 


Alia went to the gallows attended by 


Father Wulstnn, the priest who was at 
the altar with father 
Leo when he 


breathed his last and who administered 
the last sacrament to the dying priest. 
Alia's neck was not broken by tho drop. 
Ho strangled to death. 


Begged for Alia's Life. 


Upon receiving word from Acting Gov- 


ernor Harper that Alia was to be hanged, 
Father Wulstan hastened to tho govern- 
or's office with a petition for the life of 
the condemned man and begging that he 
sentence be changed to life imprisonment. 
•Ko explained that tho priests of St. Eli- 
zabeth's and the entire brotherhood bore 
no ill will townrd the assassin of Father 
Loo, but preferred that the man live in 
order that he might have time to repent 
of his sins. Thc'requent wos refused. 


Father Bernard, pastor of St. Eliza- 


beth's spent- Father Wulstan to Canon 
City ta meet the condemned man and 
express the sympathy of'tho monks and 
thoir lack of ill feeling. 


Alia, as do all men put to death in 


Colorado, hanged himself. The gallows 
is connected with a hydraulic trap, which 
begins to work as soon as the condemned 
man steps on the gallows. 
The trap 


drops one minute later. 


Struck Horror to All. 


Guiseppc Alia's crime, the murder of 


Father Leo Heinrichs. of the Order of 
Franciscan monks, at the altar rail in 
St. Elizabeth's church in Denver while 
tho priest was administering tho sacra- 
ment of the Eucharist struck horror to 
the heart of. every person in Denver and 
awakened anxiety throughout tho Cath- 
olic world lest it should prove tho be- 
ginning of a general plan of priest-mur- 
der. 


Aroused by the Chimes. 


Alia had been in Denver several weeks, 


unemployed and apparently 
penniless. 


Early on the morning of Sunday, Febru- 
ary 23, according to his story, he was 
aroused from sleep by the ringing of the 
chimes in St. Elizabeth's 
church. 
He 


arose, dressed 
himself 
hurriedly and 


walked out to the church, led by the 
musical tones pealing forth a cull to 
worship. But he went not 
with 
the 


thought of thanksgiving in mind, for he 
declared, and many times repeated, after 
liis arrest that the chimes recalled alleg- 
ed wrongs experience in his native Italy, 
tind attnouted by him to the church. 


Entering 
the church, 
Alia 
went 


through the usual ceremony of blessing 
himself with holy water, and then seat- 
ed himself where his view of the altar 


' wculd be unobstructed. There he fol- 
loved tho ritual up to thu point where 


' opmmunion is given to all who arc pro- 
Tared. Alia approached the altar and, 
Jmooling, awaited the 
arrival 
of 
the 


priest officiating at tho communion, not 
knowing, Alia 1ms said, or caring who it 
should be. 


Alia, Alone, Not at Peace. 


A number of other communicants had 


assumed the same posture, and position 
»t tho communion rail were practically 
all taken. 
When i'ather Leo—beloved 


by all who knew him both in and out- 
Bido th« church—appeared with the con- 
secrated wafers, nil at the rail seemed 
impressed with thought* of God. Alia. 
however, according to his own state- 
ment, could barely restrain a desire to 
spring at the throat of the priest, de- 
spite the place, the scene nnd the peculi- 
arly sacred character of the action in 
progress. 


Along the line passed the priest, plac- 


ing upon the tongue of each successive, 
communicant the consecrated wafer and 
repeating the lines of the mass declaring 
tho Eucharist thus administered is tlw 
Saviour himself in person. 
Alia 
was 


now the next in line. Father Leo plac- 
ing the wafer upon tho tongue of the 
stranger, all unsuspecting of the mur- 
derous design in Alia's heart, 
began: 


"Take, eat; this is my body—" but stop- 
ped horror-stricken. The subject of tho 
prayer had spat the blessed morsal from 
his mouth. 


Given Last Sacrament. 


Almost simultaneously with this des- 


ecration n shot rang out and Father Leo 
eank to the floor mortally wounded. A 
bullet from a revolver fired by Alia had 
penetrated the priest's body near tho 
heart.'Father Wulstnn Workman, hear- 
ing tho'shot,, rushed from the adjoining 
sacristy j Father -Leo,-expiring a moment 
later in the arms of :his. brother-priest. 
Immediately after firing the shot, Alin, 
with a. curse, darted toward the main 
aisle of tho church and rushed for thn 
door.- With hair disheveled and smoking 


liis way to" within ten feet of the p<iv-. 
tal, 'where he tripped and fell. . • 


Priests Save Slayer's Life. 


Policeman Daniel Cronin, 
who 
-was 


among- the worsnippera, wrenched 
the 


gun from. Alia's hand and dragged him 
to tlio street in an effort'to protect him 
from the maddened worshippers. Out- 
side, the policeman and his charge were 
siirrounden by several hundred persons 
who were about to tear Alia from -the 
officer's ,hands, when several priests and 
Franciscan brothers appeared 
on- 
the 


steps and pleaded with the enraged peo- 
ple to.ieuve the avenging of the awful 
murder to God, The presence of the ec- 
clcsiestics interceding for the life of the 
destroyer of a beloved brother had efTct. 
The single policeman was permitted to 
take Alia away in a buggy hastily driv- 
en to police headquarters. Several hours 
later Alia was spirited out of town in 
an automobile and taken to Colorado 
springs for safekeeping. 


Pronounced Sane by All. 


The trial was comparatively brief but 


every opportunity of defense was given. 
Insanity was offered as. a plea to .escape 
the uoose. The best alienists in Denver 
testified that Alia was sane and he wa=> 
sentenced to be haagixl. A petition from 
citizens in Alia's native town in Italy 
pleading for his life, and declaring that 
he was" undoubtedly insane, _ was 
for- 


warded to the Italian consul here but 
for some reason unexplained 
presented to the Governor, 
lieve that the murder' of Father Leo wui 
part of an anarchistic plot against the 
Catholic clergy but nothing has recently 
transpired tending to substantiate this 
view.

GUIDE TO VEGETABLE SHIPPING.

Suggestions as to Methods of Preparing 


Different Kinds. 


The suggestions given below were con- 


densed from un address given by John 
Parr before a Louisiana State Horticul- 
tural Assn. meeting. 


Beets, turnips, parsley, shallots, mus- 


tard and spinach packed for shipment 
should be placed in sugar barrels o-nd 
iced with 75 to 100 pounds of ice. Pack- j 
ed in this way they can be shipped from ' 
New Orleans to Chicago or New York 
with practically no loss. Lettuce, en- 
dives and escarol should also be shipped 
in sugar barrels and iced with about 25 
pounds of ice. 


Cucumbers can be shipped in barrels 


or small crates, but if barrels arc used 
the same should have ventilation and bo 
lightly iced with about 25 pounds of ice. 
The first cucumbers of the season carry 
better when wrapped in brown paper 
and shipped in small crates. 


Eggplants should be shipped the same 


as cucumbers, while small cratps, hamp- 
ers and boxes may be used for tomatoes. 


Ship green corn in sugar barrels, well 


ventilated and well iced. 


Muskracllons should be shipped in bar- 


rels or small crates;' watermelons 
in 


bulk. 


Ship snap beans in bushel and half- 


bushel hampers, or in" two-thirds bushel 
and one-bushel boxes. Do not ice. 


White celery should be shipped in bar- 


rels containing 20 to 25 bunches to a bar- 
rel and should be well iced. 
1 Okra should be shipped the same as 
beans and no ice used, except when pack- 
ed in barrels and it is best then to use 
whole blocks of ice, standing the cakes 
up in the middle of the barrel and pack- 
ing the okra around them. 


Potatoes mny be shipped in barrels, 


sacks or hampers. They arc the cosiest 
of all vegetables to ship, as they do not 
rot so quickly as other vegetables. 


When it is possible, vegetables should 


be shipped by freight, preferably, of 
course, 
in 
refrigrrator cars. Express 


rates are usually too high to leave much 
of a profit for the grower, after an al- 
lowance has been made for shrinkage, 
loss and commission charges. 


It should be borne in mind that a well- 


packed package and one that is as at- 
tractive as it can bo made will alwaj-s 
command a larger price than a poorly 
packed, unattractive package.
